Y accounts trom France per the Pacfy, Rut- 
ledge, Capt. M*Pherion, via Philadelphia, 
fy late as the 26:h of Auguit lait, we hear the 
King was (ili fare in the tempie and had not been 
tried. . The Doke of Brunfwick was marching to- 
wards Paris, ans hed threatened to put ety per- 
fon to the iword here in cale of oppofiiion. The 
Marquis de La Fayecte, with eight of his princi- 
pa! officers, hid all beeo taken priioaers, by the 
Auitrian peaiant, as he aod thoie eight officers 
were recoononering the Aulirian liaesgand the 
Marquis is now Jodged in the calle ef Antwerp, 
Ths sccount comes from a reipeciable merchant 
at Oleau ; it wds however the general opiaioo, 
that the Marquis with eightbrave o:ksers well arm- 
ed, would never (offer themselves to betakea by 
covatrymen, usieis they had premeditated the ba- 
finels themicives. ‘Ibis gave rife to throng fulpi- 
cions, that the Marquis aad thofe officers, fleeing 
that their lives were in hourly danger in France, 
had faiien vpon this moje of ceferting over to 
the Auitpians—but in oppofition to this, it was 
fuid, that as che Marquis and bis party whilit re- 
connoitering, hed not worn their uniforms, but 
were taken in difguife, this will jarntib the Duke 
of Bruniwick with an excule as treating them as 
foies, and coafequently the Marquis will leole pis 
hfe. 

Under thefe ideas it cannot be prefumed, that 
he would teave his own army, although his lile 
might have besa there endangered to rikk a worle 
fete from the hands of the Auilrians; at all e- 
vents, it wasthe generally received opinion, chat 
he had been taken wit his own conient. Aad 
vail we hear forther accounts, we muit remain ia 
this fate of fufpence refpeCiing French politics.
